No more 
Salk v a c c i n e inoculations are 
scheduled for the county, and no 
provisions are scheduled for some 
700 children who missed the second 
shots. 
"There m ay be some unhappy 
parents whose children did not 
com plete th eir shots,” Dr. Albrecht 
pointed out. "B ut we have done 
the best we could.”

Britain Backs

Peace Proposal

W ASHINGTON (U.R) — B ritain

cisco had urged that no reduction 
be given commuters until after a 
six-month trial of the 25-cent toi^. 
Yesterday, he switched this stand, 
agreed to the $7 ticket but moved 
to change the time limit from 45 
to 30 lays. His motion lost by a 
4-7 vote. 
Both Marin directors, M att G ra­ 
ham and Leland Murphy, spoke 
vigorously against London’s pro­ 
posal, as did San Francisco di­ 
rectors Hadeler, Maurice Mosko- 
vitz and Phillips Davies. 
After the toll reduction was fin­ 
ally passed, Hadeler, oldest mem­ 
ber of the board in term of serv­ 
ice, called the action the “attain­ 
ment of a goal" set by the direc­ 
tors many years ago. “This board 
has always been committed to f 
policy of reducing tolls as revenues 
permitted . . . safeguarding the 
rights of the bondholders and tax­ 
payers who made construction of 
the Gelden Gate Bridge possible.” 
The 25-cent toll has been a goal, 
but not the ultimate one, Hadeler 
said. 
“We are not going to be content 
with a 25-cent toll. As soon as 
conditions permit,” the finance 
chairm an declared. “I—and I am 
sure all of the directors—would 
like to see the toll reduced to 20 
cents, to 15 cents, to 10 cents; and 
some day, if possible, no toll at 
all. But free tolls are something 
for the distant future. The Golden 
Gate Bridge is here for all time 
It has to be operated and m ain­ 
tained so th at it will always be 
here. And someone must pay the 
cost of those expenditures.

Disarmament Talks Open 
Monday With Control As Key 


United Nations Disarmament Subcommit­ 
tee resumes its discussions in New /ork 
"Monday with “inspection” and ‘‘control'’ 
appearing to be the key words of the gather­ 
ing. 
Harold E .Stassen, President Eisenhower’s 
special assistant in disarmament, dubbed 
"“Secretary of Peace,** heads the U.S. delega­ 
tion. He is understood to have readied a 
comprehensive plan for disarmament. 
The plan would expand the ideas ex­ 
pressed by President Eisenhower at the 
Geneva conference July 21, calling for the 
exchange of “complete blueprints of our 
military establishments’’ and mutual “aerial 
.reconnaissance.” 
But the United States also is willing to 
discuss the Russian disarmament plan pre­ 
sented at Geneva the same day by Soviet 
, Premier Nikolai A. Bulganin. Bulganin’s 
' proposals were generally recognized as an 
abbreviation of the Russian plan presented 
*to the U.N. subcommittee in May. 
That Russian proposal appeared to be a 
reversal of previous Soviet disarmament 
positions and a partial acceptance of West­ 
ern plans of the past. The Soviet Union was 
even willing to accept a disarmament control 
agency with limited powers. This would 
“ establish on the territory of all states con­ 
cerned, on a . basis of reciprocity, control 
fposts at large posts, at railway junctions, on 
’ main motor highways, and in aerodromes.” 
These posts would ensure against dangerous 
concentrations of land, naval and air forces. 
¡ The control agency also could “exercise 


supervision, including inspection on a con­ 
tinuing basis, to the extent necessary to 
ensure implementation of the disarmament 
convention by all states.” It could require 
a government to furnish “any necessary 
information” and could demand “unim­ 
peded access at all times, within the limits 
of its supervisory functions, to all objects of 
control.” Western experts termed these pro­ 
visions obscure and vague. 
President Eisenhower in his press con­ 
ference of August 4, disclosed that he had 
told the Russians informally at Geneva that 
if they trusted their kind of inspection system 
“it was ail right with us; we would accept 
both.” 
Bulganin in turn, and the same day, told 
the Supreme Soviet that the “real effective­ 
ness” of measures advocated by President # 
Eisenhower “would not be great.” But on 
the following day, Bulganin told the same 
body that Russia was studying the Eisen­ 
hower plan with the “attention and serious­ 
ness it deserves.” 
Monday’s meeting of the U.N. subcom­ 
mittee was set up at Geneva. The subcom­ 
mittee met in New York June 1 and failed 
to agree on a date and place for resuming 
talks suspended in London May 18. At the 
“summit meeting,” President Eisenhower 
advocated the group, which includes repre­ 
sentatives of the United States, Great Britain, 
France, Canada and the Soviet Union, give 
priority to “the study of inspection and re­ 
porting.” 
Monday’s meeting is the result. We wash 
it success.

Also, any slum clearance program must make 
provision for the disposition of displaced rats. 
But the Association now has come up with 
a new human problem that almost needs a 
Solomon to solve. It reports that a land 
clearance commission in Chicago, negotiat­ 
ing with a holdout owner of property sched­ 
uled for redevelopment, finally got the 
approval of the owner's wife. Then, at a 
public hearing, the owner accused the com­ 
mission of breaking up his marriage and 
threatened to sue it as correspondent in a 
divorce suit.

To Rocket Travel Far Into Space

the kids in swarms. There isn’t 
an animal on the premises. The 
lure is high adventure, mixed 
with (shhhhh) higher education. 
Around 250,000 kids basked in 
Its wild charms last year, trans­ 
ported beyond the blue % yonder 
into the mystery of space in a 
universe cobwebbed with glow­ 
ing stardust. 
How can captive circus lions, 
tigers, elephants and honking 
seals compete with the adven­ 
ture of a new frontier — the 
roughest and most challenging 
yet—just opening in front of 
mankind’s nose? 
The place is the Hayden Plan­ 
etarium, a wonder dome of as­ 


tronomy, make-b elieve, and 
truth.

Our Government 
Is In Danger 
EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal: 
The following letter is lengthy, 
I realize that. But I feel our 
great constitutional republic form 
of government is facing the most 
dangerous time it has ever ex­ 
perienced.. 
Dr. Marek Korowicz, who came 
to the U.S.A. as first alternate 
delegate to the United Nations 
from Poland, escaped from the 
virtual captivity imposed upon 
the Polish delegation, and testi­ 
fied before the Committee on 
Un - American Activities, Rep. 
Harold Velde, chairman, Sept 
24, 1953. Among'many other im­ 
portant things, he testified that:

to achieve this final aim in 1970 
or 1980, and this plan is based 
on the progressive destruction of 
the cultural, economic, and polit­ 
ical foundations of the free 
world.” 
The Reds are working assidu­ 
ously to a plan and blue print, 
a time table and strategy laid 
down years ago. Lenin, in 1923 
said:“First we will take eastern Eu­ 
rope, then the masses of Asia, 
then we will encircle the United 
States, which will be the last 
bastion of capitalism. We will 
not have to attack. It will fall 
like an over ripe fruit into our 
hands.” Concerning the methods 


to be used to achieve this goal, 
Lenin said, they must “secure 
the good will of teachers, and 
professors in schools and univer­ 
sities, of liberal ministers of re­ 
ligion, in order to create a mental 
condition or psychological state 
in the West which would render 
difficult any firm stand against 
international Communism.” So 
we are to be “brain washed” by 
our own leaders. 
Seven years after Lenin laid

They 
will leap at another chance to be 
friends. As soon as their guard 
is down we shall smash them 
with our clenched fist.”

Three Items Put Nation's 
Economic Picture In Focus 
By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK (ff) — Three 
items in one day’s news give a 
sharp picture today of the na­ 
tion’s economy as it approaches 
the fall pickup season. 
1. The cost of living edges a 
little higher—with rents, house­ 
hold costs, me<iical care and per­ 
sonal care at new record levels. 
2. Business and industry are 
having a less than usual summer 
letdown, and factory workers’ 
take-home pay is well above that 
of a year ago. 
3. The farmer’s cash income is 
trailing last year's by four per 
cent 
. Add them up and you'll find 
that with personal incomes high­ 
er for most fojk except farmers 
—and there are fewer persons 
making their living off farms 
than before World War n — 
consumers are spending more. 
And with businessmen riding 
a wave of confidence and opti­ 
mism, industry is putting more

money into bigger and better 
plants. 
You also get a view of what 
consumers are spending more 
for this summer—mostly for ser­ 
vices and conveniences. The Bu­ 
reau of Labor Statistics reporte 
the price of apparel down a little, 
and the price of food stable, ex­ 
cept for a rise in the cost of 
fresh fruit due to last spring’s 
late frost and some vegetables hit 
by this summer’s storms. 
But the price of men’s haircuts 
has gone up again in some cities. 
And in some places people are 
paying more for a visit to the 
doctor, dentist or hospital. 
Some people have more to 
spend for these services. Take- 
home pay f or single men working 
in the nation’s factories averages 
out $3.75 a week higher than a 
year ago. the bureau reports.. 
The farmer hasn’t been as 
lucky. Demand for his products 
continues high—because the mass 
of consumers have had rising in­ 
comes. And most farmers have 
been able to bring larger har­ 
vests to markets. But the huge 
surpluses of many products weigh 
prices down. 
The drop in farmers’ incomes 
worries some economists who re­ 
member that agriculture had its 
own private depression some 
time before the stock market 
crashed in 1929. 
Others argue that the weak­ 
ness in farm incomes this time 
isn’t comparable to the situation 
in the 1920’s, when farm mort­ 
gage debt was high, and farm 
land prices had gone through 
speculative boom and bust. 
Farmers’ cash incomes aren’t 
as lush now as a few years back 
when price inflation was ram­ 
pant, but many economists in­ 
sist that the farm economy is 
basically healthy. •

We should use the breath­ 
ing space so obtained in order to 
gather our strength so that the 
mere continued existence of our 
government would keep up the 
world wide propaganda which 
Soviet Russia has been carrying 
on for more than a year.” 
Joseph Stalin expressed the 
Communist diplomatic philoso­ 
phy—thus, “Words must have no 
relations to actions—otherwise 
what kind of diplomacy is it? 
Good words are a mask for con­ 
cealment of bad deeds. Sincere 
diplomacy is no more possible 
than dry water or wooden iron.” 
In the last ten years we have 
lost 600 million friends and allies, 
behind the iron and bamboo 
curtains. These people have no 
faith in Communism or the ty­ 
rants who enforce it upon them. 
Leopards never change their 
spots. Neither do the Christ-hat- 
ing forces behind international 
communism. 
Senator William Knowland has 
said that—“the communist con­ 
cept of ‘peaceful co-existence’ 
means that the United States or 
other free nations of the world 
will be allowed to exist only until 
Communism is able to subvert 
them from within or destroy 
them by aggression from without 
—ultimately we shall be allowed 
the choice to surrender or die.” 
.This will be the day of revolt 
in America. We have taken our 
liberties for granted for so long, 
that when the American people 
finally wake up to the fact that 
“it really can happen here,” it 
will be too late to adjust the situ­ 
ation in a sane, humane manner, 
and just as in the European and 
Asian countries, the patriots and 
fighting anti-communists will be 
liquidated. 
The apathetic citizens will 
continue to work and struggle 
to pay the upkeep, through taxa­ 
tion of a government that Is too 
big. Socialism can never suc­ 
ceed, but the elected officials 
through their stupidity can ruin 
our constitutional form of gov­ 
ernment, with their ridiculous 
“do-gooder” ideas, which either 
wittingly or unwittingly they are 
using to promote the cause of 
communism and their classless 
society ideology.

Prisoners Of War Order Doesn't 
Really Solve Problem For Soldier 


Reading the reports published 
last week by the Pentagon’s Ad­ 
visory Committee on Prisoners 
of War, I found myself feeling 
uncomfortable and dissatisfied. 
This was not because of what the 
report recommends, which as far 
as it goes seems to me sound 
enough, but because of what it 
does not deal with at all. 
It deals only with what the 
United States government ex­ 
pects of men captured by an 
enemy who does not observe the 
Geneva Conventions. It contains 
a code of conduct for men who 
may be faced with an ordeal like 
that of the prisoners in the Ko­ 
rean war. 
It does not deal with the other 
face of the question, which is 
what the United States govern­ 
ment should be doing now, while 
there is no war, to obtain a code 
of conduct for governments that 
may be observed. 
THE ADVISORY Committee, 
to be sure, was set up in the De­ 
fense Department. Presumably, 
it felt that it was bound to deal 
with the behavior of military 
men, and not to go beyond that 
into matters which are in the 
province of the State Depart­ 
ment. But the effect of the re­ 
port will be fundamentally mis­ 
leading if the country comes to 
believe that the code of conduct 
promulgated by the President is 
a solution of the problem. 
The committee concluded that 
the individual prisoner must re­ 
sist torture and bribery, and 
that if he breaks, he is to be li­ 
able, when he returns home, to 
punishment under the military 
code. 
NO ONE CAN be very happy 
about this ruling—that the pris­ 
oner shall be judged for his con­ 
duct under duress, and that this 
judgment shall be rendered long 
after the events, that it shall be 
rendered by tribunals which can­ 
not have before them for exam­ 
ination the enemy’s interroga­ 
tors, and by tribunals which must 
judge without objective criteria 
of judgment. 
Yet the committee had no 
choice, and was bound to pro­ 
claim the code which it did pro­ 
claim. The essense of its decision 
was that the United States gov­ 
ernment, not the prisoner him­ 
self, must be the final judge of 
any departure from the strict 
rule that he must not inform 
and that he must not collaborate 
with the enemy. 
To have admitted that the 


prisoner Mmself could be the 
judge of his own departure from 
the rule would have been to pul 
.a premium not only on collabo­ 
rating with the enemy, but also 
surrendering to the enemy. It 
would have opened up an easy 
way out of a war and out of tho 
bad treatment that is the gen­ 
eral lot of a prisoner of war. 
The military men who made 
the report acted on the old prin­ 
ciple that in war it must be mado 
more unpleasant to run away 
than to go forward. They hava 
laid down a rule which makes 
it very unpleasant indeed for a 
prisoner to give in. If his break­ 
down becomes known he suffers 
not only all the loneliness, home­ 
sickness, and misery of his cap- 
\tivity, but in addition an anxiety 
about what is to happen to him 
when he is released. * 
IN MAKING the prisoner li­ 
able to punishment, including de­ 
gradation, when he returns, the 
committee went as far as it was 
possible to go in providing what 
might be described as a counter- 
irritant to brain-washing. 
And yet, it is a question wheth­ 
er in the worst cases of collabo­ 
ration and betrayal that would 
work as the committee intended. 
The prisoner, who is helpless, 
faces his captors who offer him 
the choice of torture or collabo­ 
ration. Behind him is the United 
States government saying that if 
he chooses collaboration, he face* 
punishment at home which may 
ruin his life. 
IN THIS frightening quandry 
is there not a premium on collab­ 
orating and then refusing to re­ 
turn home? I would suppose that 
this is a consideration that needs 
to be very much in the minds 
of the men who are going to plan 
and to administer the “indoc­ 
trination” of the young, bewil­ 
dered, uneducated recruits. 
All these uncertainties arise 
from the fact that the problem 
is Insoluble of how the individual 
soldier, who is not a saint and a 
martyr, is to resist a lawless 
government. All the committee 
was able to say to the soldier 
was: Insist on the Geneva Con­ 
ventions although your captors 
reject them, and when you come 
home a military board will decide 
whether it thinks you insisted 
hard enough. As the committee 
did not say, because no one can 
say, how hard shall be regarded 
as hard enough, they had no 
real solution to the problem.

Housewife Has Real Stake In 
Senate's Antitrust Meetings 


WASHINGTON (/P) — It may 
seem dreadfully dull to a house­ 
wife that the Senate’s Anti­ 
trust and Anti-monopoly sub­ 
committee has been holding a 
series of hearings. 
But sometime in the future the 
prices she pays for what she 
buys, and the growth and health 
of American business, may be af­ 
fected by the work the subcom­ 
mittee is doing now. 
For 65 years Congress has been 
putting antitrust and antimo­ 
nopoly laws on the books. They 
cover business practices, and 
particularly business competition, 
mergers, prices and price cut­ 
ting. 
FOR EXAMPLE: Does a big 
chain grocery store move into 
an area and start selling for 
much less than it does elsewhere 
just to put the local growers out 
of business and have the field 
to itself? 
That’s covered by the antimo­ 
nopoly laws sipce it involves 
business competition and monop­ 
oly of trade. 
When Congress «ornes back in 
January the subcommittee, head­ 
ed by Senator Kilgore (D-W Va) 
will probably make recommenda­ 
tions, based on what it learned 
in the hearings, for strengthen­ 
ing or loosening the antimonop­ 
oly program. . 
Historians pick 1879 as the be­ 
ginning of a strong antimonop­ 
oly feeling in the United States. 
It was in that year Henry George 
published his book “Progress and 
Poverty.”

HE BLAMED MUCH of th* 
world's troubles on land monop­ 
oly. Other books followed his. By 
1888 the political parties were 
urging government action against 
monopolies. There were no fed­ 
eral antimonopoly laws at that 
time. 
Under pressure to do some­ 
thing, Congress in 1890 passed 
the Sherman Antitrust Act, still 
the most famous piece of anti­ 
monopoly legislation. For many 
years, though, the government 
did very little to enforoe it. 
But it was used against labor 
unions to prevent their boy­ 
cotting the product of a manu­ 
facturer they considered unfair 
to labor. 
In time Congress passed other 
antimonopoly laws, particularly 
the Clayton Act in 1915 and the 
Robison-Patman Act in 1936. As 
the years passed various gov­ 
ernment agencies got into the 
field of interpreting and admin­ 
istering the laws. 
MAINLY THESE WERE the 
Justice Department and the Fed­ 
eral Tirade Commission. Also as 
the years passed and more and 
more power was concentrated In 
fewer corporation, questions 
were raised about the adequacy 
of the laws. 
There are plenty of questions: 
Have the laws been interpreted 
fairly? Are they helping or hin­ 
dering business development? 
Should there be a limit on tha 
size of giant corporations? 
More than 
year and a half 
ago Atty. Gen. Brownell appoint­ 
ed a 60-man committee to study 
the antitrust laws and last 
March 31 it produced a report 
with more than 70 recommenda­ 
tions. 
Among other things it urged 
the repeal of the “lair trade” 
laws which.stood in the way of 
cut-rate retail sales. On the sub­ 
ject of mergers it said some 
were good, some were bad, and 
all should be judged on theif 
merits, 
| 
SOME congressional Demo­ 
crats jumped on the recommen­ 
dations, saying they contained 
proposals which would weaken or 
knock out the antitrust laws and 
their enforcement 
But before Brownell’s commit­ 
tee had finished its work, Kil­ 
gore’s group last February asked 
the Senate for—and got—$250,- 
000 to make its own investiga­ 
tion of the whole field. 
At that time he pointed out 
Congress had made no effort in 
the 65 years since passage of the 
Sherman Act to survey the en­ 
tire field of antitrust laws to ae« 
whether they needed changing.

Worn like a hat 
'Bonnet' Can 
Spot Planes 
BALTIMORE OP)—The Air Re­ 
search and Development Com­ 
mand announced yesterday it has 
developed an electronic aircraft de­ 
tector—we’ll call it a buzz bonnet 
—to help spotters put the bee on 
low-flying enemy planes. 
The gadget is mounted on one 
of those tough, plastic hard hats 
like construction workers wear. 
On top is an antenna which 
looks like a pee-wee public address 
system or high fidelity horn. On 
top of this is a horizontal cylinder, 
like a coil. A short rod with a 
knob on the end sticks out in back.

The theory is low-flying enemy 
planes would have their own radar 
gear going great guns.

H. W. Shaw a hum orist w riter ■ 
of the 18©0’s, appears to have 
been s o m e w h a t opinionated 
about one hum an trait.

Although m odem psychiatrists 
have other interpretations for 
degrees of personal neatness, the 
quality factory garm ent has set 
a high standard for the Ameri­ 
can 
home 
dressm aker. 
“Spa­ 
ghetti” attachm ents for cording, 
eight needle m achines for per­ 
fect rows of shirring ,etc. This 
m echanical accuracy is difficult 
to im itate unless one is willing 
to try to work with neatness. 
BIAS BINDING in particular 
requires co-ordination of machine 
and m aterial. The inside curve 
and outside curve control is even 
m ore Im portant th an an accu­ 
rately cut bias. Here we will 
illustrate two kinds of bindings 
and two general outlines. 
A bias binding folded down the 
middle and pressed, is perhaps 
th e easiset binding to attach. 
Most bindings should be stretch­ 
ed under the hot iron before they 
are sewed to the garm ent. 
STEP 1—T his folded binding 
is stretched as it is sewed to the 
biouse neckline. The folded edge 
m ay be sewed over the raw edge 
by hand, or m ay be stitched on 
top, using the half foot for n eat­ 
ness. If the binding is to be tu rn ­ 
ed completely under, it will not 
be stretched as it is attached— 
allowing 
for 
the 
edge 
spread 
after turning. A row to top- 
stitching on the edge will elim i­ 
nate the need for hand finishing 
in this instance. 
For other intrepretafcions of a 
folded binding, examine ready 
made garm ents. 
STEP Z—A single binding is an 
appropiate 
finish 
where sheer 
m aterials such as n et or lace are 
the subjects. 


Here 
a 
three-quarter 
inch 
binding 
is ,cut 
and 
stretched 
under 
a 
hot 
iron 
and 
then 
stretched again when it is sewed 
to the outline. In some instances 
it is advisable to sew a row of 
stitching to the garm ent before 
the binding is applied. This will 
help prevent the binding from 
pulling away from the garment. 
STEP 3—This unfolded bind­ 
ing is not wider when completed 


th a n a rolled hem. In the finish­ 
ing, the binding is not folded- 
ver the raw edges and turned 
under, it is folded a gains itself 
and the folded edge is th en tu rn ­ 
ed over the raw seam. It is then 
sewed down by hand w ith small 
stitches and a fine needle. M any 
expensive garm ents are finished 
in this m anner.

Handy Cart 


A g ard en hose cart Is a han d y 
device for transporting an d for 
storing hose. A cart w ith a 50- 
foot hose capacity may be m ade 
from one board, 1% by 12 by 72 
inches, a n d two standard 36-inch 
lengths o f 1-inch dowel. 
Lay o u t the shape of th e u p ­ 
rig h t back on the 6-foot board, 
and c u t o u t the handle w ith a 
com pass saw' or power jig saw. 
T he sem i-circular m em bers be­ 
hind w hich the hose is w ound 
are m ade by first inscribing a 
circle, 5*4-in ch radius, th e n saw ­ 
ing out th e disc and cu ttin g it 
in half. 
T he 10-inch base board, the 
fro n t leg. th e two 3 by 3 tria n g u ­ 
lar braces, and the two 5-inch 
wheels 
are 
cut from 
th e 
re ­ 
m ainder of the board. 


TH E HOSE SUPPORTS are 1- 
inch 
dow els—four pieces, 
each 
1% inches long. The axle is 1- 
inch dow el, 15^4 inches long. 
Bore a 1-inch hole th ro u g h the 
center of each wheel, and bore 
three 1-in ch holes, *4-inch deep 
Into e a c h of the sem i-circular 
pieces. 
T h en place the sem i-circular 
pieces 
ag ain st the back board 
and m a rk the positions of corre­ 
sponding holes—also 
1-inch in 
d iam eter and *4-inch deep. 
A ssem ble the cart, using glue 
and n u m b er 10 wood screws, 114 
inches long, for all Joints. 
T he dowel axle is fastened to 
the underside of the c a rt w ith 
glue an d screws. B efore fa ste n ­ 
ing it in place, plane a fla t su r­ 
face on th e 11*4 inches th a t will 
b u tt a g a in st the bottom board, 
and 
bore holes, 7/32-inch, for 
the screw s. This is to prevent 
sp littin g 
the 
axle. 
C enter 
the 
dowel in place, add the w ashers— 
one on each side of each wheel, 
and m a rk the positions of th e 
sm all holes to be drilled for in­ 
sertio n of cotter pins. 
T h e com pleted c a rt should be 
p ain ted or enam eled.

A native of South A frica where 
it grows wild the freesia grows 
from a oortn, buib-kke b u t ac­ 
tually a fleshy underground stem , 
and it blooms frag ran tly in w hite 
an d several pastel a n d w arm col­ 
or*. 


To enjoy freesia blossom s in 
th e com ing m onths it is now the 
tim e to set the corm s in the

corm s every few weeks. 


Place freesia corms ab out three 
inches a p a rt and two Inches deep 
in average loam.

excellent drainage.

Edw ard S. Ross says in his book "Insects Close U p " that butterflies taste with 
their hind feet. As soon as the feet light on som ething go o d to eat, the beak 
uncoils. They smell with their antennae or feelers. The A d m ira l is nam ed 
after Pierre Lorquin w ho came from France in 1849 to seek g o ld in C alifornia. 
But he found this butterfly and others instead an d sent his collection to his 
fridnd Dr. Boisduval in Paris w h o w as a fam o u s student of butterflies. Bois- 
d uval im m ortalized the nam e of Lorquin by classifying his friend's discovery 
in C alifo rn ia and n am in g it Basilarchia lorquin?. So w hile Lorquin lives on 
the w ork of the other '49ers lies buried in Fort Knox. The picture of the Lor­ 
quin A dm iral, as w ell as those of the M a y Fly, on the cover, Backyard Jungle 
and the Serpent Fly, all by Dr. Ross, are published here for the first time.

People in Marin have much to 
boast about. The weather, the 
natural beauties of the woods; 
the infinite variety of the ter­ 
rain; the brooks and creeks and 
lakes and ocean shore. But no­ 
body in Marin has been heard to 
boast 
about bugs.

something we could boast about. 
We 
five 
in

county. So says a man in Mill 
Valley whose words as a national 
and international authority on 
Insects are not only educational 
but interesting. 
He is Dr. Edward S. Ross, cur­ 
ator of the departm ent of en­ 
tomology (bugs and insects, that 
Is) of the California Academy of 
Sciences in Golden Gate Park; 
the m an millions have seen and 
heard on TV in the “Science in 
Action” series; author of a best- 
selling picture book about insects 
and just a few weeks ago intro­ 
duced to the millions of readers 
of Life Magazine in a twelve 
page color spread about “The 
World of the Insects.’* 
Dr. Ross has, in a sense, re­ 
mained a prophet without honor 
in his own home county. He 
lives on Lee avenue in Mill Val­ 
ley and he has never stopped 
talking about the natural beauty 
of Marin. Down in the forests of 
the Amazon and along the Am a— 
son tributary region of the Andes 
they heard all about Marin for 
eight months. That's where he 
h u been, having gone there on a

PICTURES on these 
pages are published now for the 
first time. Others come from one 
of his books “Insects Close Up,” 
which to date has sold more than 
10,000 copies and is a pictorial 
guide for the photographer and 
collector. It was published fox the 
California Academy of Sciences 
by the University of California 
which is Dr. Ross’s Alma M ater. 
We sat in his living room in a 
house he built himself where he 
can practically reach out and 
touch a shoulder of Mt. Tam af- 
pais. Dr. Ross is. as is to be ex­ 
pected, a bug about insects. He 
is a dedicated fellow and he 
believes that if more people in 
Marin and for that m atter every 
place else, had a better under­ 
standing of the place of bugs and 
insects in the process of the 
world’s cycles and balances which 
make human existence possible, 
then all of us would find it a 
better world to five in. It is in 
this context that he says th at 
here in Marin we should respect 
and admire our bugs instead of 
saying “UghI” with a shudder 
and often building up phobias in 
our youngsters about bugs and 
insects. 
“It was a fine thing the editors 
of Life did in their article on 
insects because it furthers the

public interest Dr. Ross hopes to 
arrange a popular TV insect film 
product with an electronic flash

Disneyland. 
Dr. Ross is not a native son 
but he is a native westerner. He 
was born in Spokane. He is, how­ 
ever, very much a San FYan- 
ciscan, having attended primary 
and grammar schools there and 
graduated from Oakland Tech­ 
nical High School in 1933 and 
then 
taken 
his 
Bachelor 
of 
Science degree at Berkeley in 
Entomology and then, after his 
first job at the California Acad­ 
emy of Sciences in 1930, received 
his doctorate in entomology at 
Berkeley just before Pearl Har­ 
bor. With the war demanding 
specialists, he became command­ 
ing officer of an Army m alaria 
survey unit in the combat zones 
of New Guinea and the Phil- 
lipines; 
and co-author of the

Atlas” and was de-activated at 
war’s end with the rank of m ajor. 


THE REASON WHY Dr. Ross 
chose to make his home in Marin 
he explains by saying: “I was 
attracted to Marinf for the same 
reasons th at bugs are.” 
He goes on to explain that 
insects 
have 
preferences, 
like 
humans, 
for 
particular 
com­ 
munities. 
Insects, like other residents of 
Marin, prefer trees and shrubs to 
settle down with,” he smiled. 
Would Dr. Ross say that Marin 
has more or less bugs than other 
communities? 
His answer was: 
“More, of 
course,” because they like the 
rugged wildness of the county. 
If ever the insect population of 
Marin starts to decline, it will 
mean that Marin has begun to 
lose its natural beauty and been 
tamed and transmuted by streets 
and sidewalks, cement and con­ 
crete and asphalt, dwellings and 
subdivisions. But as yet, the index 
of insects in Marin does not seem 
appreciably to have been de­ 
creased even by the remarkable 
growth of its population and the 
new homes which are going up 
on what was once part of the 
vast Marin insect jungle. 
SHOULD' 
WE 
BRAG 
about 
bugs in Marin, even the bad 
bugs? 
“Oh, we do not really have any 
bad bugs in M arin,” says Dr. 
Ross. Of course the sting of a 
honey bee is bad but the mos­ 
quitoes are more pesky than bad. 
Spiders and ticks are not strictly

To Plants 
(Continued Prom Page M9) 
insects and the black widow 
spider is no native of Marin and 
only an infrequent unwelcome 
visitor.** . 
There are no such things as 
“good" or “bad" insects because 
like all life, a balance is required. 
There must be some “bad" for 
there to be "good." It is like the 
human community which cer­ 
tainly is not made up only of 
“good" men and women. 
As the sociologist and psychol­ 
ogist studies human beings and 
their behavior in close-up, so does 
Dr. Ross, an entomologist, seek 
to broaden our knowledge of the 
world of the insects, through 
closeup research and study. He 
points out that right in his 
own front and backyard he can 
at any hour of any day find 
subjects to study. 
WHAT ABOUT APHIDS and 
earwigs and termites and all the 
other “bad" bugs on which we 
spend so much money, time and 
energy to exterminate? 
Dr. Ross has a simple answer. 
He says that the more kinds of 
insects there are on a plant, the 
healthier the plant is. It's only 
when there are too many of any 
one kind of insect in our gardens 
-hat our plants get sick. The idea 
hen is to tend our gardens by 
.weeping a “balanced” population 
Of insects in our front and back 
yards. Any garden where all the 
Insects were killed off by sprays 
and powders and poisons, would 
die virtually overnight. Trees and 
plants and flowers need the in­ 
sects as much as insects need 
them. 
Well, what about the earwig, 
that jarring member of Marin's 
insect society? And Dr. Ross’s 
reply is that the earwig isn’t bad 
but that man was bad in bringing 
it from its natural habitat, Eur­ 
ope, to the United States. It has 
no insect enemies here so it 
thrives. Maybe it was on the 
Mayflower or maybe long before 
that that the first man with an 
earwig in his ear set it loose 
upon landing here. Anglo Saxons 
who lived in sod or stone huts 
with thatched roofs and earth 
floors, slept on piles of straw and 
skins. Earwigs instinctively hide 
in crevices and cavities. Man’s ear 
offered a cavity. 
SO IT WASN'T the earwig’s 
fault that it was brought to the 
United States. And it has been 
angry and misbehaving in the 
United States because it would 
like to be back in its home— 
Europe. That’s Dr. Ross’s story.

TIN Y PLANT BUG, only three-sixteenth of an inch in length, 
although he looks like a monster here, is a perfectly harm ­ 
less creature in the w orld of insects. He is only interested 
in sucking plant juices through its long, jointed beak. He is 
w orking out on tarw eed leaf w hich has glistening glan d u ­ 
la r hairs filled with arom atic oil. In the tiny com plex w orld 
of insects the plant bug must learn early to meet the prob­ 
lem of su rvival. He must bew are of spiders lurking over the 
edge of the juicy leaf and watch for the haw k-like fly w ait­ 
ing to snatch him up. He is alert to the whir of w ings w hich 
keep him from being sw allow ed b y a bird. 


BEN EFICIAL FLY: This "flying hedgehog" as Dr. Ross calls it, 
w a s photographed very much alive on a w indow sill. The 
la rv a of this species are a lw ay s parsitic on insects, espe­ 
cially the caterpillars of butterflies an d moths, "Insects 
Close Up" says. It doesn't lay eggs. Instead the fem ale 
deposits thousands of tiny living m aggots on the food plant 
of its host caterpillar. The m aggots enter the caterpillar's 
body through its mouth as it feeds on the leaves. Talk 
about a vicious circle. Those projections on the fly are a n ­ 
tennae and should not be confused with the slender "feel­ 
ers" on such insects as the lacew ing show n on page 9. 


ROBBER FLY: These are the haw ks of the insect w orld, says 
Dr. Ross. They are haw k-eyed and sw ift in swooping down 
and at other insects. Here, at w ork in M arin, is a robber 
fly sinking its sharp beak into a leaf hopper and injecting 
its prey with a shot of saliva w hich serves as a tissue 
liquefier. Then the fly settles back to enjoy a m eal at 
leisure. Either as scavengers or predators, there are some 
5,000 known varieties of robber flies in the w orld. The 
house fly, in com parison, is a tame insect, as far different 
as a house cat from a m arauding tiger.

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attractively. Almost any spot will 
do—rockery, cutting g a r d e n , 
perennial border, wild garden, 
mixed border or beside the pool. 
COLUMBINES combine well 
with other flowers. Try the tall 
kinds alongside your delphini­ 
ums, the small ones beside lobe­ 
lias in a narrow border, cm- with 
nemesia or candytuft in your 
rockery. 
In early fall, mix equal parts of 
sand, leaf mold and Canadian 
peat moss and place in a seed 
flat or box. Smooth the surface 
of the mixture, make rows % 
inch deep and sow the seeds thin­ 
ly along them. Cover lightly with 
a thin layer of the same soil 
mixture. Press with a board, then 
sprinkle a little every day until 
the seeds sprout. Don’t let the 
soil dry out. Keep it in part 
shade. 
Your seedlings should be up in 
15 or 20 days. When the third 
leaf shows, prepare another flat 
filled with a rich garden loam 
that is fertilized with well-rot­ 
ted m anure. Water the flat one 
day, then the next day trans­ 
plant the seedlings to it. Use a 
trowel; plunge it deep to take 
up each seedling group and re­ 
plant them at once. Sprinkle 
gently each day. 
SEVERAL WEEKS later, as 
new leaves develop, transplant 
them to the place in the garden 
where they are to bloom. The 
soil should be rich and spaded 
deeply. Set the plants 15 inches 
apart and firm the soil thorough­ 
ly around the roots. Blossoms 
should appear in six to eight 
weeks, 
Don’t let leaves or dirt clog 
up around the crolhis (.base of 
stem where roots begin) or rot 
may set in. The tops of the 
plants will be killed. If this hap­ 
pens, remove and burn the plant. 
Watch out, tot>, for powdery 
mildew on the foliage. Modern 
sprays, containing 26 per cent 
* calcium polysulphide, should be 
applied to stop the mildew. 
There are four groups of col­ 
umbines: long spurred, medium 
spurred, short spurred, and no 
spurred.

Smog Effect 
On Plants 
Surveyed 
RIVERSIDE (U.R) — All agri­ 
cultural areas of California are 
being surveyed to determine the 
extent of plant damage from 
smog. 
University of California farm 
advisors throughout the state 
were supplied with tabulating 
cards on which to report possible 
effects of air pollution 
on 
various crops in their areas. 
Absence of injury also is In­ 
dicated on the cards to aid sci­ 
entists in establishing the p at­ 
tern of smog damage in the state. 
Color photographs of typical 
smog injury symptoms have been 
provided with the cards to aid 
the field men in recognizing 
damage. 
The survey is being conducted 
by A. O. Paulus, extension spe­ 
cialist in plant diseases. The 
cards will be sent periodically to 
the University of California’s 
Riverside campus for tabulation.

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GARDEN GRAPH 
Did You Know Horseradish 
Is Relative Of Mustard? 
By DEAN HALLIDAY 
Central Press Association 
Those who like horseradish 
like it very much. Many grow 
the roots in the home garden and 
grate them to their taste. The 
plant is a perennial and a mem­ 
ber of the m ustard family. 
Horseradish plants will grow 
almost anywhere, and since many 
plants are not needed for home 
use, many people grow just a 
few plants in some out of the 
way corner of the garden. 
THE PLANTS can be grown 
from root cuttings as shown in 
the accompanying G a r d e n- 
Graph. The cuttings are the 
smaller roots growing out from 
the main one. Most gardeners 
take the cuttings at root harvest­ 
ing time, and tie them in a small 
bundle for storage in sand until 
planting time in spring. 
When the cuttings are planted 
see to it that the tops of the 


roots are cut square, as shown in 
the Garden-Graph. The bottom 
of the roots should be cut on 
a slant. These cuts guide one in 
placing each root right end up 
at planting time. 
Horseradish can also be propa­ 
gated from the crowns of old 
roots. As shown in the Garden- 
Graph, this cutting should con­ 
sist of part of an old root plus 
some crown buds. 
WHEN READY to harvest 
horseradish, dig up as many 
roots as 
desired 
before the 
ground freezes hard. Store the 
roots in a cool cellar, covering 
them with earth or sand. During 
the winter months a root or two 
at a time can be taken from 
storage and grated for use,* 
Although horseradish continues 
to grow year after year, it is 
good practice to replant it fre­ 
quently. Replanting tends to pro­ 
duce smooth, well shaped roots 
of high quality. 
Garden Reminders 
For This Weekend 


1. Some bulbs like early plant­ 
ing, others like it late. Ranun­ 
culus and anemones, for exam ­ 
ple, should be ordered now, but 
not actually planted until after 
the middle of September. But, 
there are two bulbs which def­ 
initely require early planting. 
These are the ever-popular M a­ 
donna lilies and freesias. The 
lilies will bloom In June, while 
the freesias will offer their col­ 
orful spikes in February and 
March. 
2. SHADE TREES that provide 
too dense a canopy of foliage 
may be thinned now. Take out 
branches that are not needed for 
the proper balance of the tree. 


Changeable Gardeners 
Should Plant In Pots 
When you grow plants in pots, 
you can move them about in a 
matter of minutes and thereby 
change the entire effect and col­ 
or scheme of the garden. Per­ 
haps today it would be composed 
of bright, colorful tuberous be­ 
gonias with pots of trailing lo­ 
belia serving as edgers; tomorrow 
the garden can be quick-changed 
to one with green foliage — po- 
docarpus. philodendrons, various 
citrus, camellias are other good 
bets.Here are the recommended 
plants that can be successfully 
grown in containers: 
ANNUALS: Browallia speciosa, 
calendula, mignonette, d w a r f 
nasturtium, nemesia, pansy, Pri­ 
mula malacoides, sc h izan thus, 
viola and Virginian stock. 


PERENNIALS: Bergenia (sax­ 
ífraga). cordifolia. forget-me- 
not, maiden-wreath, Francoa 
ramosa), plantain lily (hosta), 
geranium, Christmas rose (helle- 
borus), marguerite, poinsettia, 
and snapdragon. 
BULBS: Cyclamen, crocus, hy­ 
acinth, narcissus, oxalis, winter 
aconite, and ground orchid (epi- 
dendrum). 
SUCCULENTS: Aloe frutes- 
cens, hen-and-chickens (semper- 
vivum), Christmas cactus, rain­ 
bow cactus, and Thelocactus bi­ 
color, which has purplish-pink 
flowers. 
SHRUBS: Azalea, bouvardia, 
camellia, cigar plant (Cuphea íg­ 
nea), daphne, and dwarf varie­ 
ties of heather. 


Fruit trees that have heavy crops 
will need attention. Thin out ex­ 
cess fruit. 
3. IRISES FLOWER best in 
1956 if planted early, and from 
now through October is plant­ 
ing time. The situation should be 
in full sun. Dig the soil 8 to 10 
inches deep and mix in steamed 
bonemeal. 
ORIENTAL POPPIES may be 
planted now. Try some of the new 
shades of orange, pink or white. 
5. CONTROL ANTS by spray­ 
ing around the garden and foun­ 
dation of the house with a chlor- 
dane spray or dust. Ants are not 
only a nuisance in the house, but 
they spread other pests such as 
scale and mealybugs, from plant 
to plant, so they should be eradi­ 
cated now with a chlordane 
preparation to make pest con­ 
trol more effective. 
6. IN HOT WEATHER, lawns 
need special care. Cut the grass 
longer—set the blades of the 
mower high, at least I% inches. 
Short 
cropping exposes 
the 
grass crown, which causes the 
grass to wilt and turn brown. 
Water at least twice a week. 
When you do water, irrigate 
heavily, don’t Just sprinkle the 
surface. 


Old-Fashioned Posies 
Two old-fashioned flowers easy 
to grow are the Bachelor Button 
and Sweet Sultan, both varieties 
of the Centaurea. Bachelor B ut­ 
ton (Centaurea cyanus) blooms 
in the traditional blue form but 
is also available in rose-pink, 
purple and white. It does best in 
cool weather. Sweet Sultan (Cen­ 
taurea moschata) bears thistle­ 
like blossoms of lilac, purple, 
white, yellow, rose.

Novato Schools 
May Receive 
Federal Funds 
A juicy financial plum of $84,420 
—a gift from the Federal Govern­ 
ment to Novato Unified School 
District—has been tentatively al­ 
located for construction of the new 
Novato high school, Principal 
Robert McKeay announced today. 
“The money is an outright grant, 
it does not have to be repaid,” was 
McKeay’s pleased comment fol­ 
lowing a meeting with a repre­ 
sentative of the Federal Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare in San Francisco. 
Effect of the gift, McKeay ex­ 
plained, will be to reduce by that 
amount the money Novato was to 
borrow from the state for the high 
school’s construction. The $84,000 
will still be available from the 
state, he noted, whenever the No­ 
vator district again wants to bor­ 
row for construction purposes. 
Novato has received the money 
because of the large number of 
federal employees, both civilian 
and military, now living in the 
district. It is the first such grant 
to be given Novato by the Federal 
Government. 
Although freshman classes will 
be held in the new high school's 
temporary quarters at Marion 
School, actual construction of 
buildings on the 45-acre South 
Novato boulevard campus is not 
expected to start until Dec. 1.

Thieves ransacked the Waldo 
Market in Marin City early Satur­ 
day morning, carting off cases of 
liquor and some cash and break­ 
ing bottles all over the floor. 
Fred Perry, who owns the mar­ 
ket with, partner Edwin McCar­ 
thy, was still trying to take full 
inventory of his loss and damage 
today. He estimates that the 
burglars took more than a dozen 
cases of liquor and broke dozens 
of other bottle* tor a loss of more 
than $500. A couple dozen canned 
goods including all the ham and 
canned pork were stolen from the 
butcher department. Loss is dif­ 
ficult to estimate, said Perry, but 
the canned ham alone must be 
worth $50 to $60. 
What gets me is that they 
broke good whiskey all over the 
floor,” said Perry bitterly. 
About $22 in cash was taken 
from the cash register in the 
butcher department. The saie had 
no cash inside and had been left 
open. 
Sheriff’s deputies and the own­ 
ers are still wondering how the 
thieves got in through the east side 
window about 14 feet from the 
ground. This had been broken op­ 
en, and the thieves had opened 
the back door from the inside to 
cart the cases of liquor, toss them 
over the back fence and into their 
car. Perry said there were foot 
tracks outside showing that about 
four men with a passenger car 
must have worked together on the 
job.The thieves had broken several 
side windows, but could not gain 
entry because of iron bars block­ 
ing their way. They finally got in 
through the high side window. 
Sheriff’s deputies got some fin­ 
gerprints from the glass and bot­ 
tles and were continuing investi­ 
gations today. 
Perry said the thieves seemed to 
concentrate on liquor cases con­ 
taining half pints and fifths. 
'When the butcher came to open 
up Saturday morning, he found the 
back door open and discovered the 
place in a shambles, with broken 
bottles and liquor splashed all over 
the intehor.

Home After 
Long Hike 
A prominent Sausalito physician 
went reluctantly back to his hos­ 
pital rounds today, and his wife 
and son, and a young friend of 
the family, are getting back into 
their regular routine with equal 
reluctance. 
Dr. and Mrs. Clayton D. Mote, 
their son Pete, 13, and Bob Schein- 
er, 14, returned to their Sausalito 
homes Sunday after a long-plan­ 
ned vacation which took them 
over 250 miles on foot. 
The group, accompanied by an 
experienced packer and five pack 
animals, hiked the John Muir 
trail from Yosemite to Mt. Whit­ 
ney. The trail is 230 miles long, 
but side trips along the way add­ 
ed many miles to the hike, ac­ 
cording to Mrs. Mote. 
Almost the entire trail Is over 
9,000 feet in elevation, and the 
group reached an altitude of 14,- 
496 feet when they climbed Mt. 
Whitney, Mrs. Mote said. 
The hikers left Tuolumne Mea­ 
dows, Yosemite, on July 18, with­ 
out any schedule except that they 
must arrive at Lone Pine in time 
for the doctor to get to Los An­ 
geles by Aug. 20 As they travel­ 
led, it became apparent they were 
making better time than they had 
exepcted. They slowed down, hik­ 
ing only one day and resting the 
next, completing the trip in an 
elapsed time of 30 dyas, but only 
15 hiking days. 
Stops were made along the way 
at Lyell Base camp, Shadow Lakes, 
Deer Meadow, Silver Creek, Evo­ 
lution Valley, Colby, Grouse Mea­ 
dow, Palisade Lake, Bench Lake, 
Rae Lake, Tyndall, Wright Lakes, 
and Crabtree Meadow. From Crab­ 
tree Meadow they scaled Mt. 
Whitney, the highest peak in the 
United States and the end of the 
John Muir trail; thence back to 
Crabtree Meadow and a final hike 
of 17 miles into Lone Pine and the 
end of their journey. 
Mis. Mote reports that the trip 
was very pleasant and relaxing, 
and devoid of excitement. “We 
only saw one rattlesnake,” she 
says, "and some boy scouts had 
already killed it. We got plenty 
of exercise, though. We all lost 
some weight—the doctor lost 
twenty pounds ” 
The group slept in sleeping bags 
—they didn’t even take a tent 
along—and occasionally got caught 
in rain. 
Dr. Mote is a member of the 
faculty of the University of Cali­ 
fornia Medical School and of the 
California state Board of Medical 
Examiners. The Motes live at 130

Britain, and generally favorable 
com m ent from United Nations of­ 
ficials and key members of Con­ 
gress.

response from Israel or the Arab 
states, whose acceptance would be 
necessary to put the plan into 
operation. 
The urgency of the situation that 
prompted 
D ulles’

was 
underscored, however, by reports 
of a new clash between Arab and 
Israeli

the 
blood- 
soaked Gaza frontier. 
Dulles, in a speech before the 
council on foreign relations in New 
York, outlined a three-point U.S. 
offer to (1) help work out perma­ 
nent 
boundaries 
between 
Israel 
and the Arab states; 
(2) pledge 
U.S. m ilitary force to “prevent or 
thwart any effort by either side to 
alter by force” the agreed bor­ 
ders; and (3) put up a “substan­ 
tial” loan to help resettle Arab 
refugees from Israel.

He invited other countries to 
join in the guarantees, under U.N. 
sponsorship. 
Britain took up the invitation 
after

States for “constructive and useful 
initiative” in trying to halt Middle 
East bloodshed. 
Announcem ent of the U.S. peace 
offer had been scheduled for pub­ 
lic release next m onth, authorities 
said, but the urgency of the U. S.

Atty. Bruce Bales said the re­ 
port wTas not back from Marin 
Laboratories as yet.

twice a week?” the judge asked. 
Bales promised he will look into 
the m atter. 
At present, blood alcohol tests 
on suspected drunk drivers are re­ 
ported back from the laboratory 
on Thursdays. 
Judge Brusatori explained that 


if a man is charged with drunk 
driving on a Friday, he m ust wait 
a whole week, m any tim es inside 
the jail if he cannot post bail, 
until the sentence can be pro­ 
nounced. 


The judge pointed out that the 
court’s practice is not to impose 
sentence until the blood tost re­ 
ports come in. 


A person who pleads guilty and 
asks for sentencing im m ediately 
m ay have to wait in jail for a 
week, the judge pointed out. 


WHERE TO FIND IT 
W HITING, Ind. (JF)—A 26-story 
gasoline cracking installation blew 
to bits with terrific force today, 
killing at least two people, injuring 
10 and sm ashing property in a 
widespread area. 
Raging fire followed the explo­ 
sion in thje Standard Oil Co. (Ind.) 
plant, billowing black oily smoke 
m iles into the air. 
At least 50 houses close to JJie 
plant were badly damaged. Three 
collapsed completely. 
W indows 
were 
shattered 
in 
Crown Point, 20 m iles away. 
The smoke plume was clearly 
visible 
from 
Chicago 
16 
miles 
northwest of the blast scene. 
The gigantic blast shattered the 
world's largest hydroformer—used 


to convert low octane gasolines 
into high octane fuel. The big 
"cracker4’ installation, capable of 
producing 50,000 barrels of 100- 
octane gasoline a day, had more 
than twice the capacity of the 
ordinary catalytic cracker. 


The dead were 3-year-old R ich­ 
ard Glewniak, killed when a frag­ 
m ent of steel shot through a house, 
and W alter Rhea, 63, a foreman 
at the .refinery, who died of a 
heart attack. 
Hours after the blast, 
flam es 
roared some 200 feet above rup­ 
tured refinery tanks. 
Great sheets of tw o-inch steel 
were hurled outside the refinery. 
One piece 50 feet long bashed 
through the front of a house and 
flattened an automobile 400 yards 
from the blast. Another about 80 
feel lon8 was catapulted 200 yards 
away from the shredded hydro­ 
former. It blocked traffic on U JS. 
Highway 41. 
“Torn just like a piece of paper,” 
one man said. 
One autom obile landed upside 
down atop a sm ashed house. 
Estim ates 
of 
the 
number 
of 
people working at the hydroformer 
when it blew up ranged from seven 
to 19. A number of persons were 
taken to hospitals from the refin­ 
ery. 
A Standard Oil spokesman said 
damage to the plant would run 
around “several m illion dollars,” 
m ost of it to the hydroformer.

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EDITORIAL OPINION 
Disarmament Talks Open 
Monday With Control As Key 


U nitrd Nations Disarmament Subcommit­ 
tee resumes its discussions in New York 
M onday with “ inspection” and "control” 
appearing to be the key words ot the gather­ 
ing. 


H arold E .Stassen, President Eisenhower’s 
special assistant in disarmement, dubbed 
"Secretary of Peace,” heads the U.S. delega­ 
tion. He is understood to ha\e readied a 
comprehensive plan for disarmament. 


T he plan would expand the ideas ex­ 
pressed 
by 
President Eisenhower at the 
Geneva conference July 21, calling for the 
exchange of "com plete blueprints of our 
military establishments” and mutual "aerial 
-reconnaissance.” 


But the United States also is willing to 
discuss the Russian disarm ament plan pre­ 
sented at Geneva the same day by Soviet 
, Premier Nikolai A. Bulganin. Bulganin’s 
" proposals w^ere generally recognized as an 
abbreviation of the Russian plan presented 
^ to the U .N . subcommittee in May. 


T h at Russian proposal appeared to be a 
reversal 
of previous 
Soviet disarm ament 
positions and a partial acceptance of West­ 
ern plans of the past. T he Soviet Union was 
even willing to accept a disarm am ent control 
agency with lim ited powers. T his would 
"establish on the territory of all slates con­ 
cerned, on a , basis of reciprocity, control 
■posts at large posts, at railway junctions, on 
* main rnotor highways, and in aerodromes.” 
' These posts w'ould ensure against dangerous 
; concentrations of land, naval and air forces. 


; 
T he control agency also could "exercise 


supervision, including inspection on a con­ 
tinuing basis, to the extent necessary to 
ensure implem entation of the disarmament 
convention by all states.” It could require 
a government to furnish "any necessary 
inforrhation” and could dem and "unim ­ 
peded access at all times, within the limits 
of its supervisory functions, to all objects of 
control.” 'Western experts termed these pro­ 
visions obscure and vague. 
President Eisenhower in his press con­ 
ference of August 4, disclosed that he had 
told the Russians informally at Geneva that 
if they trusted their kind of inspection system 
"it was all right with us; we would accept 
both.” 
Bulganin in turn, and the same day, told 
the Supreme Soviet that the "real effective­ 
ness” of measures advocated by President 
Eisenhower "w ould not be great.” But on 
the following day, Bulganin told the same 
body that Russia was studying the Eisen­ 
hower plan with the "attention and serious­ 
ness it deserves.” 
M onday’s meeting of the U.N. subcom­ 
mittee was set up at Geneva. The subcom­ 
mittee met in New York Jun e 1 and failed 
to agree on a date and place for resuming 
talks suspended in London May 18. At the 
"sum m it 
meeting,” 
President 
Eisenhow'er 
advocated the group, which includes repre­ 
sentatives of the United States, Great Britain, 
f'rance, C’anada and the Soviet Union, give 
priority to "the study of inspection and re­ 
porting.” 
M onday’s meeting is the result. We wish 
it success.

NEW YO RK (U.PJ—Dear par­ 
ents: The circus, at long last,

town there’s a place that pulls 
the kids in swarms. There isn’t 
^an animal on the premises. The 
lure is high adventure, mixed 
with (shhhhh) higher education. 
Around 250,000 kids basked in 
Its wild charms last year, trans­ 
ported beyond the blue yonder 
into the mystery of space in a 
universe cobwebbed with glow­ 
ing stardust. 
How can captive circus lions, 
tigers,

Is In Danger 
EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal: 
'The following letter is lengthy, 
I realize that. But I feel our 
great constitutional republic form 
of government is facing the most 
dangerous time it has ever ex­ 
perienced.

foundations 
of 
the 
free 
world.” 
The Reds are working assidu­ 
ously to a plan and blue print, 
a time table and strategy laid 
down years ago. Lenin, in 1923 
said: 
“First we will take eastern Eu­ 
rope, then the masses of Asia, 
then we will encircle the United 
States, which will be the last 
bastion of capitalism. We will 
not have to attack. It will fall 
like an over ripe fruit Into our 
hands.” Concerning the methods 


to be used to achieve this goal, 
Lenin said, they must “secure 
the good will of teachers, and 
professors in schools and univer­ 
sities, of liberal ministers of re­ 
ligion, in order to create a mental 
condition or psychological state 
in the West which would render 
difficult any firm stand against 
international 
Communism.”

we are to be “brain washed” by 
our own leaders.

Three Items Put Nation's 
Economic Picture In Focus

YO RK

— 
'Three 
items in one day’s news give a 
sharp picture today of the n a­ 
tion’s economy as it approaches 
the fall pickup season. 
1. The cost of living edges a 
little higher—with rents, house­ 
hold costs, medical care and per­ 
sonal care at new reccwd levels, 
2. Business and industry are 
having a less than usual summer 
letdown, 
and 
factory workers’ 
take-home pay is well above that 
of a year ago. 
3. 'The farm er’s cash Income is 
trailing last year’s by four per 
cent. 
Add them up and you’ll find 
that with personal incomes high­ 
er for most folk except farm ers 
—and there are 
fewer 
persons 
making their living off farms 
than before World 
War 
n — 
consumers are spending more. 
And with businessmen riding 
a wave of confidence and opti­ 
mism, industry is putting more 


money into bigger 
and 
better 
plants. 
You also get a view of what 
consumers are spending more 
for this summer—mostly for ser­ 
vices and conveniences. 'The B u­ 
reau of Labor Statistics reports 
the price of apparel down a little, 
and the price of food stable, ex­ 
cept for a rise in the cost of 
fresh fruit due to last spring’s 
late frost and some vegetables hit 
by this summer’s storms. 


But the price of men’s haircuts 
has gone up again in some cities. 
And in some places people are 
paying more for a visit to the 
doctor, dentist or hospital. 
Some 
people 
have 
more to 
spend for these services. Take- 
home pay for single men working 
in the nation’s factories averages 
out $3.75 a week higher than a 
year ago, the bureau reports. 
The farm er hasn’t been as 
lucky. Demand for his products 
continues high—because the m ass 
of consumers have had rising in­ 
comes, And most farm ers have 
been able tz> bring larger har­ 
vests to markets. But the huge 
surpluses of many producits weigh 
prices down. 


The drop in farm ers’ incomes 
worries some economists who re­ 
member that agriculture had its 
own 
private 
depression 
some 
time before the stock market 
crashed in 1929. 
Others argue that the weak­ 
ness in farm incomes this time 
Isn’t comparable to the situation 
in the 1930’s, when farm mort­ 
gage debt was high, and farm 
land prices had 
gone 
through 
speculative boom and bust. 
Farm ers’ cash incomes aren’t 
as lush now as a few years back 
when price inflation was ram ­ 
pant, but many economists in­ 
sist that the farm economy is 
basically healthy,

In the last ten years we have 
lost 600 million friends and allies,

and bamboo 
curtains. These people have no 
faith in Communism or the ty­ 
rants who enforce it upon them. 
Leopards 
never 
change 
their 
spots. Neither do the Christ-hat- 
ing forces behind International 
communism. 
Senator William Knowland has 
said that—“the communist con­ 
cept of 
‘peaceful 
co-existence’ 
means that the United States or 
other free nations of the world 
will be allowed to exist only until 
Communism is able to subvert 
them from 
within 
or 
destroy 
them by aggression from without 
—ultimately we shall be allowed 
the choice to surrender or die.” 
.This will be the day of revolt 
In America. We have taken our 
liberties for granted for so long, 
that when the American people 
finally wake up to the fact that 
“it really can happen here,” it 
will be too late to adjust the situ­ 
ation in a sane, humane manner, 
and just as in the European and 
Asian countries, the patriots and 
fighting anti-communists will be 
liquidated.

Prisoners Of War Order Doesn't 


Really Solve Problem For Soldier 


Reading the reports published 
last week by the Pentagon’s Ad­ 
visory Committee on P r ^ n e rs 
of War, I found mjTielf feeling 
uncomfortable and dissatisfied. 
This was not because of what the 
repOTt recommends, which as far 
as it goes seems to me 
sound 
enough, but because of what it 
does not deal with at all. 
It deals only with what the 
United States government ex­ 
pects of men captured by an 
enemy who does not observe the 
Geneva Conventions. It contains 
a code of conduct for men who 
may be faced with an ordeal like 
that of the prisoners In the K o­ 
rean war. 
It does not deal with the other 
face of the question, which is 
what the United States govern­ 
ment should be doing now, while 
there is no war, to obtain a code 
of conduct for governments that 
may be obser\'ed. 


THE ADVISORY Committee, 
to be sure, was set up in the De­ 
fense Department. Presumably, 
it felt that it was bound to deal 
with the behavior 
of 
military 
men, and not to go beyond that 
into m atters which are in the 
province of the 
State 
Depart­ 
ment. But the effect of the re­ 
port will be fundamentally m is­ 
leading if the country comes to 
believe that the code of conduct 
promulgated by the President is 
a solution of the problem. 
The committee concluded that 
the individual prisoner must re­ 
sist torture 
and 
bribery, 
and 
that if he breaks, he is to be li­ 
able, when he returns home, to 
punishment under the military 
code. 


NO ONE CAN be very happy 
about this ruling—that the pris­ 
oner shall be judged for his con­ 
duct under duress, and that this 
judgment shall be rendered long 
after the events, that it shall be 
rendered by tribunals which can­ 
not have before them for exam ­ 
ination the enemy’s interroga­ 
tors, and by tribunals which must 
judge without objective criteria 
of judgment. 


Yet the 
committee 
had 
no 
choice, and was bound to pro­ 
claim the code which It did pro­ 
claim. The essense of Its decision 
was that the United States gov­ 
ernment, not the prisoner him­ 
self, must be the final judge of 
any departure from the strict 
rule that he must not inform 
and that he must not collaborate 
with the enemy. 
To have 
admitted 
that 
the 


prisoner himself could be th» 
judge of his own departure from 
the rule would have been to put 
.a premium not only on collabo­ 
rating with the enemy, but also 
surrendering to the enemy. It 
would have opened up an easy 
way out of a w R r and out of tho 
bad treatment that is the gen­ 
eral lot of a prisoner of war. 


The military men who mad® 
the report acted on the old prin­ 
ciple that in war it must be made 
more unpleasant to run away 
than to go forward. ’They hava 
laid down a rule which makes 
it very unpleasant indeed for a 
prisoner to give in. If his break­ 
down becomes known he suffers 
not only all the loneliness, hcmrie- 
sickness, and misery of his cap- 
vtivity, but in addition an anxiety 
about w'hat is to happen to him 
when he is released. 


IN MAKING the prisoner li­ 
able to punishment, including de­ 
gradation, when he returns, the 
committee went as far as it was 
possible to go in providing what 
might be described as a counter- 
irritant to brain-washing. 


And yet, it is a question wheth­ 
er in the worst cases of collabo­ 
ration and betrayal that would 
work as the committee intended. 
The prisoner, who is 
helpless, 
faces his captors who offer him 
the choice of torture or collabo­ 
ration. Behind him is the United 
States government saying that if 
he chooses collaboration, he face* 
punishment at home which may 
ruin his life. 


IN TH IS frightening quandry 
is there not a premium on collab­ 
orating and then refusing to re­ 
turn home? I would suppose that 
this is a consideration that needs 
to be very much in the m ind* 
of the men who are going to plan 
and to administer the “indoc­ 
trination” of the young, bewil­ 
dered, uneducated recruits. 
All these uncertainties arise 
from the fact that the probLm 
is insoluble of how the Individual 
soldier, who is not a saint and a 
• martsrr, is to 
resist 
a 
lawless 
government. All the committee 
was able to say to the soldier 
was: Insist on the Geneva Con­ 
ventions although your captors 
reject them, and when you come 
home a military board will decide 
whether it thinks you insisted 
hard enough. As the committee 
did not say, because no one can 
say, how hard shall be regarded 
as hard enough, they had no 
real solution to the problem.

Housewife Has Real Stake In 


Senate's Antitrust Meetings 


WASHINGTON ( f f ) — It may 
seem dreadfully dull to a house­ 
wife 
that 
the 
Senate’s 
Anti­ 
trust and Anti-monopoly sub­ 
committee h a* been holding a 
series of hearings. 


But sometime in the future the 
prices she pays 
for 
what 
she 
buys, and the growth and health 
of American business, may be a f­ 
fected by the work the subcom­ 
mittee i* doing now. 
For 65 years Congress has been 
putting antitrust and antim o­ 
nopoly laws on the books. 'They 
cover 
business 
practices, 
and 
particularly business competition, 
mergers, prices and price cut­ 
ting. 


FOR EXAM PLE: Does a big 
chain grocery store move into 
an area and start selling for 
much less than it does elsewhere 
ju st to put the local growers out 
of business and have the field 
to itself? 
T h at’s covered by the antimo­ 
nopoly laws 
sijpce 
it 
involves 
business competition and monop­ 
oly of trade. 
When Congress eomes back in 
January the subcqmmittee, head­ 
ed by Senator Kilgore (D-W Va) 
will probably make recommenda­ 
tions, based on what it learned 
in the hearings, for strengthen­ 
ing or loosening the antimonop­ 
oly program. 


Historians pick 1879 as the be­ 
ginning of a strong antimonop­ 
oly feeling in the United States. 
It was in that year Henry George 
published his book “Progress and 
Poverty.”

HE BLAMED MUCH 
of

world’s troubles on land monop­ 
oly. Other books followed his. By 
1888 the political parties were 
urging government action against 
monopolies. 'There were no fed­ 
eral antimonopoly laws at that 
time. 
Under pressure to 
do some­ 
thing, Congress in 1890 passed 
the Sherm an Antitrust Act, still 
the most famous piece of anti- 
monopoly legislation. For many 
years, though, the government 
did very little to enforce It. 
But it was used against labor 
unions 
to 
prevent their boy­ 
cotting the product of a manu­ 
facturer they considered unfair 
to labor. 
In time Congress passed other 
antimonopoly laws, particularly 
the Clayton Act in 1915 and the 
Robison-Patman Act in 1936. As 
the years passed various gov­ 
ernment agencies got into tha 
field of interpreting and admin­ 
istering the laws. 


MAINLY THESE WERE tha 
Justice Department and the Fed­ 
eral 'Trade Commission. Also as 
the years passed and more and 
more power was concentrated in 
f e w e r corporations, questions 
were raised about the adequacy 
of the laws. 
There are plenty of questions: 
Have the laws been interpreted 
fairly? Are they helping or hin­ 
dering 
business 
development? 
Should there be a limit on th * 
size of giant corporations? 
More than a^year and a half 
ago Atty. Gen. Brownell appoint­ 
ed a 60-man committee to study 
the 
antitrust 
laws 
and 
last 
M arch 31 it produced a report 
with more than 70 reco’r.menda- 
tions. 
Among other things It urged 
the repeal of the “fair trade” 
laws which stood in the way of 
cut-rate retail saJes. On the sub­ 
ject of mergers 
It 
said 
some 
were good, some were bad, and 
all should be judged on their 
merits. 


SOME congressional D e m o- 
crats jumped on the recommen­ 
dations, saying they contained 
proposals which would weaken or 
knock out the antitrust laws and 
their enforcement. 
But before Brownell’s commit­ 
tee had finished its work, K il­ 
gore’s group last February asked 
the Senate for—and got—$250,- 
000 to make its own investiga­ 
tion of the whole field. 
At that time he pointed oul 
Congress had made no effort In 
the 65 years since passage of th * 
Sherman Act to survey the en­ 
tire field of antitrust laws to ae® 
whether they needed changing.

LAKESIDE HO SPITAL, Cleveland (U.R) - I’ve 
got two strikes on me but I’m still a long way from 
being out. 
I know I have polio and I also know* I’m going to 
lick it. They tell me this thing may end my baseball 
career but they’ll never make me believe it. 
Maybe it sounds daffy but I still hope to play for 
the Indians before this season is over. 
T hinking pf baseball right now’ is a little rough, 
though, because of the pain in my back and in my legs. 
But that’ll go away in time. 
A little of the pain even seemed to go away last 
night. Maybe that was because I was listening to the 
Indians beat the Yankees on the radia my wife, Lu, 
brought to the hospital for me. 
T hat’s another reason I’m sure I’ll be okay. As 
long as my wife is at my side—like she has been from 
the first minute they brought me in here yesterday—I 
know I can battle my way out of the worst kind of 
slump. I’ve done it before on the ball field so why can’t 
I do it again here? 
T he one thing I w’ant to do most is thank all the 
people who have sent me their good wishes. They say 
you can really tell how many friends you have when 
you wind up in the hospital. That makes me a real 
lucky guy. Look at that pile of letters and wires stacked 
on that chair. 
It’s mighty nice of all those people to be concern­ 
ed over a lug like me. 
I wish I could thank them ajl personally. But I 
can’t right now. I’ll try when I’m okay.

CONVICTS GO TO SCHOOL ALL YEAR 


Although San Quentin Prison’s combined educational programs equal educa- 
rnal facilities offered by a city of 12,000, inmates go to school year-around. This 
meat-cutting class taught by accredited instructor Louis Schneider of San Rafael

YOU CAN DO IT 
Home Sewing Made Easier 


By ELVA ZINSER 


H. W. Shaw, a hum orist w riter • 
of th e 1860’s,’ appears to have 
been s o m e w h a t opinionated 
about one hum an trait. “As a 
general thing,” he said, “an in ­ 
dividual who is n eat in his p er­ 
son is neat in his m orals.” 
A lthough m odem psychiatrists 
have other interpretations 
for 
degrees of personal neatness, the 
quality factory garm ent has set 
a high standard for the A m eri­ 
can 
hom e 
dressm aker. 
“S pa­ 
ghetti” attachm ents for cording, 
eight needle m achines for p er­ 
fect rows of shirring ,etc. This 
m echanical accuracy is difficult 
to im itate unless one is willing 
to try to work w ith neatness. 
BIAS BINDING in particular 
requires co-ordination of m achine 
and m aterial. The inside curve 
and outside curve control is even 
m ore im portant th an an accu­ 
rately cut bias. Here we will 
illustrate two kinds of bindings 
and two general outlines. 
A bias binding folded down the 
m iddle and pressed, is perhaps 
th e easiset binding to attach. 
M ost bindings should be stretch ­ 
ed under the h o t iron before they 
are sewed to the garm ent. 
STEP 1—T his folded binding 
is stretched as it is sewed to the 
biouse neckline. T he folded edge 
m ay be sewed over the raw edge 
by hand, or m ay be stitched on 
top, using the h alf foot for n ea t­ 
ness. If the binding is to be tu rn ­ 
ed completely under, it will not 
be stretched as it is attach ed — 
allowing 
for 
the 
edge 
spread 
after turning. A row to top- 
stitching on the edge will elim i­ 
n ate the need for hand finishing 
in this instance. 
For other intrepretations of a 
folded binding, exam ine ready 
m ade garm ents. 
STEP 2—A single binding is an 
appropiate finish 
where sheer 
m aterials such as n et or lace are 
the subjects. 


Here 
a 
three-quarter 
inch 
binding 
is .cut 
and 
stretched 
under 
a 
hot 
iron 
and 
then 
stretched again when it is sewed 
to the outline. In some instances 
it is advisable to sew a row of 
stitching to the garm ent before 
the binding is applied. This will 
help prevent th e binding from 
pulling away from the garm ent. 
STEP 3—T his unfolded bind­ 
ing is not wider when completed 


th a n a rolled hem. In the finish­ 
ing, the binding is not folded- 
ver the raw edges and turned 
under, it is folded agains itself 
and the folded edge is th en tu rn ­ 
ed over the raw seam. It is then 
sewed down by h and w ith small 
stitches and a fine needle. M any 
expensive garm ents are finished 
in this m anner.

People in Marin have much to 
boast about. The weather, the 
natural beauties of the woods, 
the infinite variety of the ter­ 
rain; the brooks and creeks and 
lakes and ocean shore. But no­ 
body in Marin has been heard to 
boast about bugs. 
And th a t’s 
somethin i we could boast about. 
We 
P.ve 
in 
an 
insect-rich 
county. So says a m an in Mill 
Valley v Lose words as a national 
and international authority on 
insects are not only educational 
but interesting. 
He is Dr. Edward S. Ross, cur- 
atoi of the departm ent of en­ 
tomology (bugs and insects, th at 
is) of the California Academy of 
Sciences in Golden Gate Park; 
the m an millions have seen and 
heard on TV in the “Science in 
Action” series; author of a best­ 
selling picture book about insects 
and just a few weeks ago intro­ 
duced to the millions of readers 
of Life Magasine in a twelve 
page color spread about “The 
World of the Insects.” 
Dr. Ross has, in a sense, re­ 
mained a prophet without honor 
in his own home county. He 
lives cm Lee avenue in Mill Val­ 
ley and he has never stopped 
talking about the natural beauty 
of Marin. Down in the forests of 
the Amazon and along the Ama­ 
zon tributary region of the Andes 
they heard all about Mai in for 
eight months. T h at’s where he 
has been, having gone there on a

photography. 
SOME 
PICTURES 
on these 
pages are published now for the 
first time. Others come from one 
of his books “Insects Close Up,” 
which to date has sold more than 
10,000 copies and is a pictorial 
guide for the photographer and 
collector. It was published for the 
California Academy of Sciences 
by the University of California 
which is Dr. Ross’s Alma Mater. 
We sat in his living room in a 
house he built himself where he 
can practically reach out and 
touch a shoulder of Mt. TamaT- 
pais. Dr. Ross is. as is to be ex­ 
pected, a bug about insects. He 
is a dedicated fellow and he 
believes th at if more people in 
Marin and for th at m atter every 
place else, had a better under­ 
standing of the place of bugs and 
insects in the process of the 
world’s cycles and balances which 
make hum an existence possible, 
then all of us would find it a 
better world to rive in. It is in 
this context th at he says th at 
here in Marin we should respect 
and admire our bugs instead of 
saying “Ugh!” with a shudder 
and often building up phobias in 
our youngsters about bugs and 
insects. 
“It was a fine thing the editors 
of Life did in their article on 
insects because it furthers the 
popular education of the Amer­ 
ican 
people,” 
said 
Dr. 
Ross, 
“newspapers 
aird 
magazines, 


radio and TV and all of the mass 
media of communication make us 
a 
happier 
and 
better people. 
Pictures have a dramatic appeal 
and the science of photography 
and the reproduction of photo­ 
graphs is serving to widen the 
scope of hum an knowledge and 
understanding.”

public interest Dr. Ross hopes to 
arrange a popular TV insect film 
product with an electronic flash 
camera where each frame of the

Disneyland. 
Dr. Ross is not a native son 
but he is a native westerner. He 
was born in Spokane. He is. how­ 
ever, very much a San F ran­ 
ciscan, having attended primary 
and gram m ar schools there and 
graduated from Oakland Iech- 
nical High School in 1933 and 
then 
taken 
his 
Bachelor 
of 
Science degree at Berkeley in 
Entomology and then, after his 
first job at the California Acad­ 
emy of Sciences in 1930, received 
his doctorate in entomology at 
Berkeley just before Pearl H ar­ 
bor. W ith the war demanding 
specialists, he became command­ 
ing officer of an Army m alaria 
survey unit in the combat zones 
of New Guinea and the Phil- 
lipines; 
and co-author of the 
Army’s 
book 
"The 
Mosquito 
Atlas” and was de-activated at 
w ar’s end with the rank of m ajor. 


THE REASON WHY Dr. Ross 
chose to make his home in M arin 
he explains by saying: “I was 
attracted to M arinf for the same 
reasons th at bugs are.” 
He goes on to explain th at 
insects 
have 
preferences, 
like 
humans, 
for 
particular 
com­ 
munities. 
“Insects, like other residents of 
Marin, prefer trees and shrubs to 
settle down with,” he smiled. 
Would Dr. Ross say that M arin 
has more or less bugs than other 
communities? 
His answer was: 
“More, of 
course,” because they like the 
rugged wildness of the county. 
If ever the insect population of 
M arin starts to decline, it will 
m ean that Marin has begun to 
lose its natural beauty and been 
tamed and transm uted by streets 
and sidew'a ks, cement and con­ 
crete and asphalt, dwellings and 
subdivisions. But as yet, the index 
of insects in M arin does not seem 
appreciably to have been de­ 
creased even by the remarkable 
growth of its population and the 
new homes which are going up 
on what was once part of the 
vast Marin insect jungle. 
SHOULD 
WE 
BRAG 
about 
bugs in Marin, even the bad 
bugs? 
“Oh, we do not really have any 
bad bugs in M arin,” says Dr. 
Ross. Of course the sting of a 
honey bee is bad but the mos­ 
quitoes are more pesky than bad. 
Spiders and ticks are not strictly

spider is no native oí Marin and 
only an infrequent unwelcome 
visitor.” 
There are no such things as 
“good” or “bad” insects because 
like all life, a balance is required. 
There must be some “bad ’ for 
there to be “good.” It is like the 
hum an community which cei - 
tainly is not made up only of 
“good” men and women. 
As the sociologist and psychol­ 
ogist studies human beings and 
their behavior in close-up, so does ¡ 
Dr. Ross, an entomologist, seek 
to broaden our knowledge of the 
world of the insects, through 
closeup research and study. He 
points 
out ’ that 
right 
in 
his 
own front and backyard he can 
at any hour of any day find 
subjects to study. 
WHAT ABOUT APHIDS and 
earwigs and termites and all the 
other “bad” bugs on which we 
spend so much money, time and 
energy to exterminate? 
Dr. Ross has a simple answer. 
He says that the more kinds of 
insects there are on a plant, the 
healthier the plant is. It’s only 
when there are too many of any 
one kind of insect in our gardens 
hat our plants get sick. The idea 
hen is to tend our gardens by 
peeping a “balanced” population 
of insects in our front and back 
yards. Any garden where all the 
Insects were killed off by sprays 
and powders and poisons, would 
die virtually overnight. Trees and 
plants and flowers need the in­ 
sects as much as insects need 
them. 
Weil, what about the earwig, 
that jarring member of Marin’s 
insect society? And Dr. R osss 
reply is that the earwig isn’t bad 
but that man was bad in bringing 
it from its natural habitat, Eur­ 
ope, to the United States. It has 
no insect enem ies here so it 
thrives. Maybe it was on the 
Mayflower or maybe long before 
that that the first man with an 
earwig in his ear set it loose 
upon landing here. Anglo Saxons 
who lived in sod or stone huts 
with thatched roofs and earth 
floors, slept on piles of straw and 
skins. Earwigs instinctively hide 
in crevices and cavities. Man’s ear 
offered a cavity. 
SO IT WASN’T the earwig’s 
fault that it was brought to the 
United States. And it has been 
i 
angry and misbehaving in the 
United States because it would 
like to be back in its home— 
Europe. That’s Dr. Ross’s story.

the two-bathroom concept jibes 
with the trend toward two cars 
and two TV sets per family. 
“MORE PARENTS are decid­ 
ing they want a private bath,” 
he said. 
The survey is based on reports 
from

plumbing 
equipment 
manufacturers in Massachusetts, 
New York, Maryland, Ohio and 
Illinois. 
Their business this year is 
running about 30 per cent above 
1954, when their sales totaled 101 
million dollars. 
From 1948 to 1953, Feuchtwan­ 
ger said, new houses had few 
frills. Most postwar housing went 
to shelter young married couples 
who had to scrimp on the non- 
essentials. 
Houses b u i l t in those years 
were smaller and far less plush 
than those built in pre-World 
War II years. 
FOR EXAMPLE, in 1940 20 per 
cent of all new houses had two 
or more baths. But in 1950 only 8 
per cent had more than one bath. 
But in 1954, the plumbing sup­ 
ply people reported, the trend to­ 
ward two baths resumed in ear­ 
nest.

Your seedlings should be up in 
15 or 20 days. When the third 
leaf shows, prepare another flat 
filled with a rich garden loam 
that is fertilized with well-rot­ 
ted manure. W ater the flat one 
day, then the next day tran s­ 
plant the seedlings to it. Use a 
trowel; plunge it deep to take 
up each seedling group and re­ 
plant them 
at 
once. 
Sprinkle 
gently each day. 
SEVERAL W EEKS 
later, as 
new leaves develop, transplant 
them to the place in the garden 
where they are to bloom.

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GARDEN GRAPH 
Did You Know Horseradish 
Is Relative Of Mustard? 


By DEAN HALLIDAY

Those 
who like 
horseradish 
like it very much. Many grow 
the roots in the home garden and 
grate them to their taste. The 
plant is a perennial and a mem­ 
ber of the m ustard family. 
Horseradish plants will grow 
alm ost anywhere, and since many 
plants are not needed for home 
use, m any people grow just a 
few plants in some out of the 
way corner of the garden. 


THE PLANTS can be grown 
from root cuttings as shown in 
the 
accompanying 
G a r d e n - 
Graph. The 
cuttings 
are 
the 
sm aller roots growing out from 
the m ain one. M ost gardeners 
take the cuttings at root harvest­ 
ing time, and tie them in a small 
bundle for storage in sand until 
planting time in spring. 
When the cuttings are planted 


see to it that the tops of the 


roots are cut square, as shown in 
the G arden-Graph. The bottom 
of the roots should be cut on 
a slant. These cuts guide one in 
placing each root right end up 
at planting time. 
Horseradish can also be propa­ 
gated from the crowns of old 
roots. As shown in the Garden- 
Graph, this cutting should con­ 
sist of part of an old root plus 
some crown buds. 
WHEN READY 
to 
harvest 
horseradish, dig 
up 
as 
many 
roots as 
desired 
before 
the 
ground freezes hard. Store the 
roots in a cool cellar, covering 
them with earth or sand. During 
the winter months a root or two 
at a time can be taken from 
storage and grated for use.> 
Although horseradish continues 
to grow year after year, it is 
good practice to replant it fre­ 
quently. Replanting tends to pro­ 
duce smooth, well shaped roots 
of high quality. 
Garden Reminders 
For This Weekend 


1. Some bulbs like early plant­ 
ing, others like it late. R anun­ 
culus and anemones, for exam ­ 
ple, should be ordered now, but 
not actually planted until after 
the middle of September. But, 
there are two bulbs which def­ 
initely require 
early planting. 
These are the ever-popular M a­ 
donna lilies and freesias. The 
lilies will bloom in June, while 
the freesias will offer their col­ 
orful spikes 
in 
February 
and 
March. 
2. SHADE T R EES that provide 
too dense a canopy of foliage 
may be thinned now. Take out 
branches that are not needed for 
the proper balance of the tree.

Should Plant In Pots 


When you grow plants in pots, 
you can move them about in a 
m atter of m inutes and thereby 
change the entire effect and col­ 
or scheme of the garden. Per­ 
haps today it would be composed 
of bright, colorful tuberous be­ 
gonias with pots of trailing lo­ 
belia serving as edgers; tomorrow 
the garden can be q u ic k -changed 
to one with green foliage — po- 
docarpus, philodendrons, various 
citrus, cam ellias are other good 
bets. 
Here are 
the 
recommended 
plants that can be successfully 
grown in containers: 
ANNUALS: Browallia speciosa, 
calendula, 
mignonette, d w a r f 
nasturtium , nemesia, pansy, Pri­ 
m ula 
maiacoides, 
schizanthus, 
viola and Virginian stock. 


PEREN N IA LS: Bergenia (sax- 
ifragai, 
cordifolia, 
forget-me- 
n o t ,

ram osa), plantain lily (hosta), 
geranium, Christm as rose (helle- 
borus), 
marguerite, 
poinsettia, 
and snapdragon. 


B U LB S: Cyclamen, crocus, hy­ 
acinth, narcissus, oxalis, winter 
aconite, and ground orchid (epi- 
dendrum). 


SU CCU LEN TS: 
Aloe 
frutes- 
cens, hen-and-chickens (aemper- 
vivum), Christm as cactus, rain­ 
bow cactus, and Thelocactus bi- 
color, which has purplish-pink 
flowers. 
SH R U B S: 
Azalea, bouvardia, 
camellia, cigar plant (Cuphea ig- 
nea), daphne, and dwarf varie­ 
ties of heather. 


Fruit trees that have heavy crops 
will need attention. Thin out ex­ 
cess fruit. 
3. IR ISE S FLOW ER best in 
1956 if planted early, and from 
now through October is plant­ 
ing time. The situation should be 
in full sun. Dig the soil 8 to 10 
inches deep and mix in steamed 
bonemeal. 
ORIENTAL POPPIES m ay be 
planted now. Tiy some of the new 
shades of orange, pink or white. 
5. CONTROL ÀNTS by spray­ 
ing around the garden and foun­ 
dation of the house with a chlor- 
dane spray or dust. Ants are not 
only a nuisance in the house, but 
they spread other pests such as 
scale and mealybugs, from plant 
to plant, so they should be eradi­ 
cated now 
with 
a 
chlordane 
preparation to make pest con­ 
trol more effective. 


6. IN HOT WEATHER, lawns 
need special care. Cut the grass 
longer—set the blades of the 
mower high, at least 1H inches. 
Short 
cropping 
exposes 
the 
grass crown, which causes the 
grass to wilt and turn brown. 
Water at least twice a week. 
When you 
do 
water, 
irrigate 
heavily, don’t just sprinkle the 
surface. 


Old-Fashioned Posies 
Two old-fashioned flowers easy 
to grow are the Bachelor Button 
and Sweet Sultan, both varieties 
of the Centaurea. Bachelor B ut­ 
ton (Centaurea cyanus) blooms 
in the traditional blue form but 
is also available in rose-pink, 
purple and white. It does best in 
cool weather. Sweet Sultan (Cen­ 
taurea m oschata) bears thistle­ 
like blossoms of 
lilac, purple, 
white, yellow, rose.

He has served as the M is­ 
sion's secretary for village educa­ 
tion, and has been a leader in 
work with young people. W hile 
serving as supervisor of district 
work in the M ainpuri area he 
opened a central training school 
lor lay leaders.

Cyrus Told 
To Rebuild 
T emple 


By N EW M A N C A M PB ELL 
The editor of Peloubet’s Notes, 
Dr. W ilbur M. Sm ith, D.D., tells 
in this lesson of his experience 
in his visit in 1937 to Jerusalem. 
He was aided in his efforts to 
find his location in the newer 
portion of the city by a young 
Jewish woman who had left the 
United States and a lucrative 
teaching position to return to 
Palestine. She thought God must 
have directed her to go there, 
she explained. 
As our lesson is about the peo­ 
ple of Ju dah returning to their 
homeland after years of captivity, 
the joy they expressed must have 
been that of thousands of perse­ 
cuted people fleeing from Europe 
to Palestine during and after the 
dreadful 
Nazi persecution 
and 
annihilation of many of their 
race. 
FO R T H E F IR S T time in cen­ 
turies 
the 
Jew s 
now 
have 
a 
homeland to which they can go 
and feel safe. 
More than 100 years before the 
birth of the victorious King Cy­ 
rus of Persia, the prophet Isaiah 
prophesied that God would talk 
to Cyrus and tell him to free the 
Jewish people and let them go 
back |o Judah to rebuild God’s 
temple, 
which 
Nebuchadnezzar 
had destroyed. 
It was in the first year of the 
reign of Cyrus that the word of 
the Lord came to him. He im ­ 
mediately put forth a proclama­ 
tion saying, “ Thus saith Cyrus 
king of Persia, The Lord God of 
heaven hath given me all the 
kingdoms of the earth; and He 
hath charged me to build him an 
house at Jerusalem , which is in 
Judah. 
“ Who is there among you of 
all His people: his God be with 
him, and let him go up to Jerusa­ 
lem, which is in Judah, and build 
the house of the Lord God of Is ­ 
rael (He is the God,) which is in 
Jerusalem .” 
He then asked that every man 
help the people of Judah, with 
gold, silver, beasts and “freewill 
offerings.” 
•THEN U P R O SE the chief of 
the fathers of Judah and Ben ja­ 
min, and the priests, and the Le- 
vites, w ith all them whose spirit 
God had raised, to go to build 
the house of the Lord which is 
in Jerusalem .” 
The whole “ congregation to­ 
gether” were 42,360, we are told, 
although there may have been 
many more. The king had or­ 
dered that the temple vessels 
that had been taken by Nebu­ 
chadnezzar and placed in his 
heathen temples were to be re­ 
turned to the Jew s and replaced 
in the rebuilt temple. 
The 
Lord had 
forgiven His 
people their sins, and now has 
restored them to their homes. 
In the midst of their rejoicing 
and zeal to again build His tem­ 
ple, did they think of their sin­ 
ning that had brought them to 
disaster, and resolve to be true 
to God and sin no more? 
Do we, when we have sinned 
and been forgiven, resolve with 
all our hearts not to transgress 
again, but to deserve the bene­ 
fits that are ours? If so we shall 
not have studied these lessons in 
vain. Let us resolve to be good 
and do good, for God is love, and 
Jesus w ill be with us and help 
us.
